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Continuation of 11. does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Dahringer et al. do not teach 
a blended nonwoven construction wherein the charge treatment completely saturates the sheets. Examiner has reviewed Dahringer et al. 
and would like to direct Applicant to lines 14-24 of column 4, which demonstrates that the reference not only teaches, but prefers an article 
comprising 100% electret fibers and the section highlighted in the response dated 10/18/2007 clearly states that it may be expedient to 
employ mixed linear densities and then the reference provides one example of when the use of mixed linear densities. This teaching is 
exemplary, but does not serve to limit the use of mixed linear densities to just this embodiment. Applicant argues that combining 
Kahlbaugh et al.. Bond et al.. Pike et al. and Dahringer et al. does not provide for a blended electret nonwoven. As pointed out supra, 
Dahringer et al. do provided for said blended electret nonwoven. Applicant argues that Bond et al. do not use PAE as a charge treatment. 
The fact that applicant has recognized another advantage which would flow naturally from following the suggestion of the prior art cannot be 
the basis for patentability when the differences would otherwise be obvious. See Ex parte Obiaya, 227 USPQ 58, 60 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 
1985). 
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
